Here is an 
example of a showy waistcoat lost in 
1712 by a Mrs. Beale, and described by 
“Malcolm” as knitted with green silk 
and gold and silver flowers all over it, 
further enhanced with about 14 yards' 
of gold and silver thick lace. This i 
smart fashion was probably first intrd- 
duced from Italy, the country of gold | 
and silver weaving. In fact, there is | 
at the South Kensington museum a 
coat of Italian origin belonging to the 
17th century, and similar to a cardi¬ 
gan without pockets. It is knitted 
in pale blue stocking web, set off in 
j front and at the hack with wide bands 
of flowers and scrolls wrought en tirety 
in gold and silver, but whether knit ted 
With the silk or grafted on the web¬ 
bing is not easy to ascertain through 
the bad light and glass dpor. These 
designs extend about two inches from 
the shoulder seams down to three 
inches fcom^the edge, which is knitted 
with three sets; of dice pattern. - The * 
somewhat full sleeves are headed with 
several rows of garter stitch, and fin- t 
ished off with gauntlet cuffs display- 1 
ing.the fancy device. Blue silk binds f 
the neck and the fronts, oyer-which are 1 
either worked close buttonholes or f 
sewn blue and tinsel buttons surround- ; n 
ed with the 'Greek pattern, in chain 
stitch.^—London Queen. ®

A 
girt cannot lie courted by an outsider 
unless he promises to enlist in the army 
and then he cannot marry’ her if he is 
below her rank. If the lover is below 
her rank he must-show ability’that will 
bring promotion, and tins ability’ must 
be certified by’ liis superior officers be¬ 
fore the engagement can be announced. 
This requisite ability must be positive, 

* moreover. The young- man must be in¬ 
dorsed as being capable of filling a po¬ 
sition at least three stations above that 
which he holds when the courtship j 
ended. 

All the Salvation Army laws relating i 
to marriage tire for officers.. They do >! 
not affect the rank and file of the en- 1 
listed men and women. They’ are loft 
e free to do as they elioose. The laws are 
framed, though, to protect the women, 
because three-fourtlis of the officers in ' 
e the army consist of women. They are 
t as a rule superior in mentality’ to the 
7 men * ancl the aim of the rules is to spur 
' the men on by making them work hard 
S for what they’ desire. Some men in the 
army do not amount to much until they, 
begin to court a girl, when they “take o 
a brace” and soon win promotion. It 11 
. might, be noticed in passing that, this is ti 
frequently true of men in other walks \ 
of life. The Salvation Army insists on 
this display of energy before a man can 1 
. aspire to the hand and heart of one of 0 
- the army’s daughters, no matter how 
humble she may be. 

Before persons can be in line for the 
position of officers they must state tc 
clearly whether or no (hey are in love* 
anc! must subscribe to each of 1 lie seven C 
rules regarding courtship and marriage. - 
The most important of these is the one 
forbidding engagements with on Udders. 
There must be unquestioned proof that ! 
the outsider will become an officer in 
the army’before even the courtship is al¬ 
lowed. Strict as are the rules, they are 
not always lived up to. Girls even in 
the Salvation Army will fall in love and 
in forbidden directions. Disobedience 
to the rules means discipline and some¬ 
times expulsion, and not infrequently' 
the army loses a bright young female 
officer simply because she insists on 
loving and clinging to a man who will ! 
not join the army'. i 

Officers must not be allowed to carry 
on any courtship in the .town where t 
they are appointed. Theipinfluence is 3 
destroyed when it is known that they J 
are engaged to soldiers. The laws add ] 
that soldiers so situated should ask for 

removal when “surrounding influences -_ 

are found to he too strong.” 

In everything lovers are told that If 
helpmatesmustbe chosen “for the war,” —- 
and consent will never be given to any 
engagement or marriage which would 
take the- officers out of the army’.” In pi 
explaining the object of this law the 
field book states that the army cannot 
afford to educate and train officers to 
have them leave. In leaving they are 
impressed that they violate their most 
solemn pledges.—N. Y. Press. *1
